On April 1st, Belgium issued a series 
of Charity stamps in celebration of the 
Seventy-fifth Anniversary of the Red 
Cross. The stamps are printed in photo- 
gravure, the Red Cross on each denomin- 
ation being added by typography. The 
10c + 5c centimes has a portrait of 
Henri Dunant, the originator of the Red 
Cross. 
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shelters, and providing them with water 
and food. He asked Napoleon to release 
Austrian physicians held as prisoners so 
that they might lend medical assistance. 
This was granted. 

Laboring through the day, Dunant 
spent long hours at night writing friends 
in France and Switzerland for supplies of 
tobacco, clothing, food, and medicines.

At the battle of Solferino on the plain 
of Lombardy in 1859, the Austrians faced 
the troops of the French and Italians 
under Napoleon III. Before dawn on 
June 24, the battle began and raged all 
through a hot day of fighting. When it 
ended, 91,243 men were dead or wounded. 

Henri Dunant, a Swiss tourist, wit- 
nessed part of the fighting and saw men 
dying on the fields without attention of 
any kind. Stirred to action, he gathered 
peasants around him and started search- 
ing out the wounded, getting them into 





Response was encouraging. The continent 
was shocked by stories of suffering which 
reached newspapers thru those hastily 
penned letters. 

At the first opportunity after this 
battle Dunant published in pamphlet 
form an account of his experiences. The 
booklet caused comment. Victor Hugo 
wrote him: “You are humanity and serve 
liberty.” The Swiss commander in chief 
wrote: “This is a good example of what 
the battlefields cost in tortures and 
tears.” Moved by these comments, a 





humane society in Geneva sent out invi- 
tations to all countries of the globe to 
participate in organizing an army of 
workers, who would not be molested on 
battlefields in helping the wounded. They 
were to be protected by an insignia, the 
reverse of the Swiss flag, a red cross on 
a field of white. This would protect the 
field workers from bullets. Thus was the 
Red Cross started.

Indiana 


According to an article on the front 
page of the April 28th Boonville (Ind.) 
Standard, Postmaster General Farley has 
“assured the Indiana members of Con- 
gress that the Post Office Dept. planned 
the issuance at an early date of a James 
Whitcomb Riley Memorial stamp.” 

Indiana communities, seeking publicity 
for their towns through the medium of 
special postage stamps, are now urging 
that stamps be issued portraying Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln, mother of the president, 
on a Mother’s Day stamp; James Bethel 
Gresham, “World War hero of Kentucky 
and Indiana, in memory of the Armistice 
and a Plea for World Peace”; John Sev- 
ier, “ a patriot and statesman of North 
Carolina, Kentucky and _ Tennessee 
among a new series devoted to Colonial 
leaders” and also one portraying Lincoln 
as a young lawyer. 


Inaugural First Day Report 


The 3c First Inaugural commemora- 
tive stamp broke all but one record in 
first day cover mailings according to the 
Postmaster General’s report. 395,644 
first day covers were mailed, a larger 
number than have been sent at any 
previous first day except the 3c World’s 
Fair stamp issues April 1, also at New 
York. Large crowds were on hand at 
New York City post offices to purchase 
the stamps when the windows opened 
that Sunday morning. A re-enactment of 
the first inaugural scheduled for that 
dav, and the opening of the Fair are 
believed to account for part of the huge 
mailing. 803,955 stamps were sold on 
the first day. New York used a machine 
cancellation with “FIRST DAY OF 
ISSUE” on covers, while the presence 
of naval vessels and the Fair post offices, 
also accounted for many more covers 
not counted in the official report since 
these were not official first day of issue 
offices.

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U. S. NOTES 


For some reason or other the Wash- 
ington Inaugural stamp was printed by 
the Flat Plate process instead of by 
Rotary Press as has been the case with 
most recent commems. Consequently 
once more we find straight edges on two 
sides of the sheets and the plate num- 
ber over the fifth top or bottom stamp 
from the outer margins of each pane. 
In Rotary Press printing, it was found 
more satisfactory to put sufficient space 
between the panes of each sheet so that 
panes could be perforated on all four 
sides, consequently straight edges only 
occur when the separation machinery is 
out-of-register. 





The effect of the sale of the 24c 1869 
inverted center used block for approxi- 
mately $12,500 at the London sale is 
reflected in Scott’s latest catalog correc- 
tions raising the price of this item from 
$1200 to $12,500. This price too is now 
obsolete as the block has since been sold 
for $25,000. 





Two distinct grades of paper are used 
for government stamped envelopes, 
though the catalogs recognize only color 
differences. The white envelopes come 
in Extra Quality and Standard Quality. 
The latter is from standard 24 Ib. sul- 
phite paper stock (wood pulp) and the 
Extra Quality is 28 lb. stock having 50% 
rag content, making it one of the finest 
grades available. The latter is readily 
told from the Standard by its thicker, 
firmer appearance. 





The earliest commercial use of a type- 
writer for addressing an envelope is re- 
corded by Postal Markings from the 
offices of the publisher of the Insurance 
Monitor, Insurance Law Journal and In- 
surance. Blue Book, published at New 
York. Date was Dec. 15, 1876. Earlier 
examples undoubtedly exist, but who has 
them? 


This note is addressed to those of our 
Washington readers who keep a close 
check on stamp happenings in the cap- 
ital city.

Strange things sometimes pass unchal- 
lenged for postage stamps even in these 
United States. Recently we were shown 
by George Sturgeon of Columbus two 
covers which had enclosed letters to con- 
victs at the Ohio State Penitentiary here. 
One cover was mailed in 1932 and to 
meet the 2c rate then in effect was 
franked with a 2c 1898 Documentary 
revenue. The cover had the cancellation 





of the Cleveland & Cincinnati R. P. O. 
Another cover of more recent date bore 
a lc regular postage stamp together with 
a 2c Ohio State Cigarette Tax stamp and 
had the Massillon, Ohio, machine can- 
cellation. The Cigarette Tax stamp to 
make matters worse had quite obviously 
been used before as a trace of the 
mimeograph cancellation is still visible 
on it. Neither cover had been sent by a 
stamp collector and no postage due had 
been collected. 





The Post Office Dept. is experiment- 
ing with extension of the use of the Busi- 
ness Reply card and envelope facility to 
small boxes and cartons distributed by 
opticians, dental laboratories and others 
for the return of eyeglasses, etc., by first 
class mail for repair or replacement. The 
boxes need be printed only with the 
familiar box with usual inscription and 
no stamps are necessary, the firm to 
which it is addressed paying the neces- 
sary first class postage plus 1c on each 
carton, the total sum being collected by 
means of postage due stamps. 





Though Wake and Midway islands are 
regular operating stops on the trans- 
Pacific air route, neither island has a 
post office. Only a small group of oper- 
ating personnel lives at each place, so 
postal needs would be very small, al- 
though passengers stay overnight there. 
Wonder how such mail as does originate 
on the islands is marked? Who has seen 
any?

Editor’s aciieai 


HEROES The Post Office De- 
“HONORED” partment has _ invited 

suggestions for its pro- 
posed series portraying “famous Ameri- 
cans” alias “heroes of peace.” A rough 
check of eligible candidates, disregarding 
all the possible dark horses, indicates 
that as many as 50 stamps may be nec- 
essary for this series. Since the Presi- 
dential series contained 32, this pro- 
posed issue assumes huge proportions in 
philately. 

The California Collectors Club starts 
the flow of resolutions with one suggest- 
ing the stamps be double size; depict 
three persons on each; be bicolored; that 
a six cent airmail be included if various 
denominations are to make up the series. 
The club has the commendable intent of 
reducing the number of stamps in the 
series, and its opinions are of the type 
needed. 

This proposed issue is peculiar. Like 
the Army-Navy issue it would not com- 
memorate any definite anniversaries or

fill a postal need. Though not com- 
memorative, there seems no intention of 
having it replace the regular issue even 
temporarily, though this would seem the 
logical thing to do if the “‘heroes” are to 
be thoroughly honored. 

Already it is evident the list of “he 
roes of peace” will be a lengthy one, 
difficult to prune. Chambers of Com- 
merce with the hope of obtaining pub- 
licity for their communities, are dili- 
gently searching local history to find 
some forgotten citizen whom they can 
boost as a candidate (though very likely 
the town called the “hero” crazy when he 
was alive and in need of honors). Such 
obscure “famous” are thicker than Civil 
War monuments and as for alleged poets, 
painters and composers, the possibilities, 
to use a Hollywoodism, are stupendous. 

From a philatelic standpoint it be- 
hooves philately to assume a defensive 
attitude with as much calm as is possible 
when a 50-stamp issue is tossed our 
way. We should insist the denomina- 
tions be those generally used (none of 
those 4c Army-Navy frosts or National 
Parks 6c-10c flops); that the series be 
widely distributed to post offices in 
quantity larger than sufficient for phila- 
telic demand only; that the designs be 
carefully selected and not _ rushed 
through like an order for a hundred 
copies of Congressman Butzlebaum’s 
speech on plant-life needs in Washout 
County. It’s of little import to philately 
just how the “honored” will be selected 
as stamps are (or supposed to be) is- 
sued to suit the views and needs of the 
general public. If that public demands 
that John Q. Smith, inventor of the 
buzzless buzz-saw, be so honored, we 
can’t object much, but if the denomina- 
tion be a 4c or a 7c or some other for 
which there is no postal need and which 
that same public will never use, philately 
should object strenuously (and so should 
John Q. Smith’s adherents if they don’t 
want him buried postally like Admirals 
Schley, Dewey et al. on the 4c Navy). 
Clubs and federations can vote 90 to 10 
against proposed issues until they run 
out of ballots but it should be apparent 
by now that these weigh lightly on 
postal scales. In short, philately has 
been objecting to the wrong things. Ob- 
jections against what is commemorated 
have so far amounted to little—why 
not shift the attention to HOW they are 
commemorated? That’s where changes 
are needed.

The only airmail stamps listed are 
those of the U. S. All items are priced 
where information suitable was available, 
but the pricing is of minor importance 
compared with the numerous notes and 
statistics of the various events and 
flights, making the book a real reference 
work. The U. S. divisions covered in- 
clude: U. S. Pioneer Flights, Government 


Flights, Contract Air Flights, Foreign 
Contract Air Mail, Territories and In- 
sular Possessions, Philippine Islands, 


Crash Covers, Lindberghiana, Souvenir 
Historical Flights and Airport Dedica- 
tions. In addition there are sections cov- 
ering flights of trans-oceanic nature, Can- 
ada, Cuba, Mexico and Newfoundland; 
Paris Balloon Posts, Zeppelin Posts, and 
Pioneer flights of the world. 

Many items are fully illustrated, while 
numerous cachets, postmarks, etc., are 
illustrated.

The work is not one of finan- 
cial profit, and its appearance is due in 
large part to contributions of leading 
airpost collectors.

generously as the U. S. All sorts of 
broken letter errors are listed as well as 
plate varieties in general. Fiscals used 
as postage, postally used forgeries, tele- 
graph stamps, stamps used abroad and 
Danube Steam Navigation issues are 
among things found in the catalog. 
Prices are in U. S. dollars, for stamps in 
mint and used condition and form an 
interesting contrast with those of the 
general catalog. 


United States Stamped Envelopes, 
Illustrated and Identified, published by 
Scott Publications, Inc., 1 West 47th St., 
New York City, 48 pages, 6x9 inches, 
paper bound, price 25c of publishers or 
dealers. This publication is a sequel to 
the similar book issued some months ago 
which illustrated the adhesive stamps. 
The illustrations are all larger than actual 
size, and have evidently been prepared 
carefully. The book is not a catalog, as 
prices are omitted. Each design is illus- 
trated, given a type number and then 
are listed by types with catalog number 
of all envelope stamps of that type. This 
publication is timely to meet the growing 
interest in U. S. envelope stamps and 
should serve to increase that interest.

Center Street, Berkeley, California. 48 
pages 31x6 inches, price 35c of the pub- 
lisher. This is the first edition of this 
catalog since 1936. As in the first edi- 
tion, the firm uses its own numbering 
system, a chart on the inside cover giv- 
ing the corresponding Scott and Mitch- 
ell-Hoover numbers. The denomination 
of the stamp is a part of the number, 
with a prefix letter indicating in which 
of the six groups the stamp falls. Com- 
plete to March 1, the catalog lists nearly 
3400 buros, including about 250 Presi- 
dentials. Prices are on a net basis, with 
a varying percentage above or below for 
certain conditions. An idea of the growth 
of this specialty can be seen from the 
fact that the first Bureau Print Catalog, 
published in 1926 by George W. Linn, 
listed only 426 Buros.

Brownsville, Texas, B-70’s, the left hand 
stamp of which showed no Texas and 
the lower line was missing on both 
stamps. Hoover Bros. tells me that R.

Bright and early Sunday morning 
(April 30) a large crowd gathered in 
front of the G.P.O. to await the placing | 
on sale of the stamp celebrating the 
150th anniversary of the inauguration of 
George Washington as first president of 
these United States. Your correspond- 
ent was numbered among those present. 
I was lucky and by 9:30 had put the fin- 
ishing touches on my first day covers, by 
having the special cachet stamped on all 
of them. This over, I surveyed the 
increasing crowds, but was unable to de- 
termine if any new record for first day 
sales was set. I didn’t stay to the finish 
as today was also the opening of the 
“Fair.” 


In order to let as many collectors and 
non-collectors as possible secure the 
new stamps, most post offices had their 
stamp windows open until 10 A. M. Usu- 
ally the P. O.’s are closed for stamp sales 
on Sundays. 


Stamp dealers in New York are still 
clamoring for supplies of the Nicaragua 
“Will Rogers” set. There is practically 
no stock of this stamp in New York. Not 
one wholesaler has any sets left. And 
the retail dealers are begging them for 
stamps. It seems the American Bank 
Note Company can’t print the stamps 
fast enough. However, supplies have 
been promised and there will be no 
scarcity of this stamp even though we 
have a temporary shortage. At the same

The French stamp for the New York 
World Fair arrived during the week and 
disappeared immediately. The initial 
supply wasn’t large enough to go around. 
More stamps have been promised. With 
the arrival of the above stamp there 
came one honoring the memory of Clem- 
enceau. This has a date of January 17, 
1939, engraved on it, the date when the 
French launched their new battleship, 
the Clemenceau. Rumor has it that the 
stamp was ready for release on the above 
date but was withheld upon request by 
the German government who hate the 
name Clemenceau. However, the facts 
are the stamp has been issued and was 
on sale for a few days when it was with- 
drawn. Wholesalers are of the opinion 
that they might not receive any more, 
hence the stamp had a wide fluctuating 
value when sold. The face value of the 
stamp is about 2% cents, but in some 
places the wholesale price was triple that 
amount. More news on this is expected. 





Justice Stamp Corporation, one of 
New York’s large wholesalers has started 
an innovation. He sends stamps to deal 
ers throughout the country, who are to 
pay for the stamps only when they sell 
them. It looks like a good chance to 
work on someone else’s capital. In addi- 
tion this company has a new issue serv- 
ice for dealers only. 


M. Ohlman’s auction sale which takes 
place this week promises to be a well 
fought one. Mr. Ohlman says that the 
mail response has been better than ever. 
He adds, that many items will bring 
new highs. This is nothing unusual in 
an Ohlman Sale; he always manages to 
auction off some mighty fine material.

The unusual amount of interest shown 
here in recent weeks in the Italy Balbo 
flight of 1933 has caused dealers stocks 
here to diminish rapidly. Just what the 
reason for the sudden resurgence of in- 
terest in these stamps may be, is not 
immediately apparent. It may be that 
Signor Balbo is receiving considerable 
publicity of late after the six long years 
of oblivion to which he was consigned by 
Il Duce for having the temerity to re- 
ceive more newspaper publicity on the 
occasion of his historic flight than I] 
Duce himself. 


As was predicted in this column a few 
weeks ago, Czechoslovakian issues have 
shown a marked increase in value and 
the more elusive items such as the Mas- 
aryk Sheets, have actually doubled in 
wholesale price. The fluctuations of the 
past few weeks have steadied now, and 
the present price is a fair indication of 
the value of the stamps.

Following editorial comments on the re- 
luctance of ‘‘finders’’ of new “‘errors’’ of per- 
foration on U. S. Stamps to tell the whole story 
of their finds, the following postal card was re- 
ceived: 


Dear R. R.— 

It’s only a card but I want to com- 
mend you for your editorial in the April 
29 issue. A stamp editor with guts is a 
rara avis in the philatelic world and you'll 
get little open applause but a lot of silent 
admiration. Keep up the good work. 


We never went into the amount of intestinal 
fortitude our contemporaries had, but we appre- 
ciate the compliment. However, we're not 
printing this to pat ourselves on the back— 
there’s a better reason. We stand ready at any 
time to open our columns to frank discussions 
on the problems of the hobby and that should 
be remembered. Silent admiration is pleasing 
to hear of, but if we deserve that we also de- 
serve support all along the line. Advertising 
is what pays the way for any stamp paper and 
the more support from advertisers, the better 
paper we can produce. Collectors too can do 
their share by actively becoming boosters. We 
won't print your picture for doing so, as for 
one thing we think you’d rather see news in- 
stead of your own face in that space. 

Dealers and collectors alike could help us 
put over a bigger and better paper too, aside 
from advertising and _ subscriptions. News 
items for a stamp paper must be gathered from 
the entire world. Regular news services can 
supply little philatelic news, making their serv- 
ices prohibitive in cost of results. Most news- 
paper clippings referring to philately can be 
pasted on a postcard and if we use the item, 
we'll print your name as assistant. For deal- 
ers, this is a golden opportunity to keep your 
mame before our readers. As the actors say, 
“Any publicity, favorable or unfavorable, is 
better than none at all.’”’ We can’t print all 
things submitted because space makes omis- 
sions necessary, but we try to print the most 
of the best in philatelic news—or haven’t you 
noticed? 


It’s country journalism at its best (or worst) 
to load a paper with column after column of 
names of prize-winners, exhibitors and commit- 
tee members. Everyone except the criminal 
population (and we suspect some of these are 
not exempt) likes to see their name in print 
But so much is happening these days in phi- 
lately that to print such filler material a lot of 
real philatelic news must be omitted. 


These lists of mames are distinctly not 
news. Do you, John Jones of New York, care 
a whoop in Hades if Elmer Burp of Hogtown, 
Indiana, or Caroline Smith of Dry Creek, 
Texas, won the first prize in those cities for 
exhibits? The editor travelled to Akron the 
other night and shook hands with a number 
of northern Ohio collectors and showed his 
Oddity collection, but did we load up a page 
of names about it? No, because that would 
not be news. LINN’S are frank about it, they

The album does not provide space for stamps 
which differ by reason of perforation, paper, 
watermark, secret mark or other minor varia- 
tion; as a result following closely in contents 
the government book on stamps issued two 
years ago. The difference such a “pruning’”’ 
makes can be seen with the regular series in 
use from 1908 to 1923, only 29 spaces being 
required. 


Designed and written by Theresa M. Clark, 
the foreword says it is ‘“‘published for the ever- 
increasing group of collectors who in_ re- 
turning to fundamentals have decided to colleci 
stamp designs.” The book is a simplification 
of the Scott National Album. Bound in blue 
cloth, the bound edition sells for a dollar and 
the loose leaf edition sells for $1.50. Addi- 
tional pages will be issued each year for the 
loose leaf.
